2 p.m., and those which use city 
water, such as soft drink bottlers, 
were closed. . 

The downtown area was closed 
to. private vehieles to permit 
movement of emergency and re- 
lief traffic speedily. The elosed 
area extended from Washington 
street te the Paseo, and from 
Sixth to Twentieth street. Pedes- 
trians and public transit vehicles 
were allowed to pass.

LONDON; July 16 (AP)—The 
foreign office disclosed today 
that Britain has advised the 
United States against entering 
any military arrangements with 
Generalissimo Franco’s Spanish 
government. 

Informed diplomats said, how- 
ever, the United States seems to 
be disregarding Britain’s advice. 

Adm. Forrest P. Sherman, 
United States chief of naval op- 
erations, arrived in Spain today 
on a tour of Europe. Sherman 
was to discuss with Spanish mili- 
tary men matters of mutual in- 
terest. 

Britain has been in touch with 
France on the matter of United 
States naval and air bases in 
Spain. French officials said in 
Paris France opposed the idea of 
American bases in Spain as “poli- 
tically unwise.” A French gov- 
ernment official said Paris was 
told last February of United 
States plans to acquire such bases. 

The feeling has been expressed 
in Paris and Londén that any 
United States-Spanish military 
arrangements would give Spain a 
plate in the Atlantic Pact align- 
ment, however obliquely, and 
there is strong feeling in both 
Britain and France against the in- 
clusion of Franco’s regime in 
western defense arrangements.

BRUSSELS, July 16 (AP) 
King Leopold III of Belgium sur- 
rendered today the throne he held 
for 17 unhappy years, an 
his people to rally around his 
elder son, who now becomes King 
Baudouin I, ‘ 

Leopold’s solemn wo of 
counsel to his son, delivered be- 
fore an assemblage of 200 Belgian 
government leaders, had overtones 
of sorrow. After years of tragedy 
and bitterness, Leopold, now put- 
ting aside his crown, begged the 
Belgians to support his young son 
loyally, and unselfishly. 
Baudouin, 20 years old, takes 
the royal’ oath tomorrow before 
Parliament. In the intervening 24 
hours, the cabinet holds the royal 


power. 

Signs Abdication. 
Leopold signed the abdication 
document at 12:19 p.m. (6:19 a.m., 
St. Louis time) in the ballroom 
of the Brussels royal palace, in a 
ceremony kept simple to the point 
of austerity by the King’s. own 
wish. Prince Baudouin counter- 
signed the document as chief of 
state, and then the prime min- 
ister, Joseph _Pholien, and the 
crown notary, Justice Minister 
Ludovic Moyersoen, affixed their 
signatures. 

The ceremony was in marked 
contrast to the entry of Leopold 
into Brussels 17 years ago, when 
he rcde on horseback, amid much 
pomp and splendor, to take up 
the kingly duties. He came to 
the throne upon the death of his 
father, King Albert, in a moun- 
tain-climbing accident. Tragedy 
followed him. 

Leopold’s road to abdication 
began on May 28, 1940, when he 
surrendered his army to the Ger-

Similar bonds had been posted 
and ‘forfeited by failure of four 
convicted top Communist leaders 
to surrender to begin their sen- 
tences of five years in prison. 


Today’s decision by Judge Ryan 
was appealed immediately to the 
United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals, and Attorney Harold I.

Swan had agreed to set a time 
tomorrow morning for a hearing 
at New Haven, Conn. 


Called Irresponsible.

Prorating of Assessments _. 

The city officials say they un- 
derstand the Tax Com ion 
contends: it fixes. a total value 
of utilities properties throughout 
the State and then pro-rates the 
assessments among counties on 
basis of mileage ot lines, mains or 
rights-of-way of utilities in 
each political subdivision. 

‘Under this procedure, the as-

The announcement that the ap-

dismayed its budgetary officials.

$4,530,000 decrease between the 
anticipated assessment and che 

. actual assessment means that the 
city must cut its anticipated rev- 
enue by another $135,000, and 
will further restrict its activities.

Harris did not do so until late 
today, following a personal trip 
to Kansas City to confer with 
authorities there. He advised 
Blair by telephone that he was 
calling up five units instead of 
the four. 

Harris’s failure to execute 
Blair’s order immediately was at-: 
tributed to the fact the Gover- 
nor’ was. opposed to the guard 
units being called out. He talked 
to Smith via long distance tele- 
phone last -night. 

“No Funds to Pay Men.” 
Blair said Harris told him ‘the 
Governor doesn’t want the guard 
called because there are no funds 
to pay the men for the emergency 
duty.” 

Before. leaving by plane for 
Washington, the Governor had 
declared a state of emergency be- 
cause of the floods, but had de- 
nied appeals of officials of sever.l 
municipalities in the Missouri 
river basin for activation of guard 
units. These included an appeal 
by Kemp. .

LAW AGAINST DEFACING COINS 
EXTENDED TO NICKELS, PENNIES 


WASHINGTON, July. 16 (UP)— 
President Truman today signed 
legislation extending the law 
against defating and mutilating 
silver coins to cover pennies and 
nickels. | 

The new legislation also makes 
clear that changing the shape or 
size of coins constitutes illegal 
mutilation. Some courts had 
ruled that existing law did not 
forbid. that. There have been 
complaints that pennies some- 
times were pounded out of shape 
so they would work nickel slot 
machines. 

The legislation also gives the 
Secret Service permanent author- 
ity to protect the Vice President 
of the United States “at his re-

'34 MILES OF CABLE STOLEN. 
FROM FLOOR OF OCEAN 


HONG KONG, July 16 (AP)— 
Thieves have stolen nearly three 
and one-half miles of cable from 
the ocean floor between Hong 
Kong and Amoy, the Danish 
Great Northern Telephone Co. re- 
ported yesterday. 

The company which offered a 
reward of 5000 Hong Kong dollars 
(about $825 U. S.), said the theft 
was discovered a week ago. The 
line was not in use at the time. 
Amoy is about 300 miles north 
of Hong Kong on the south China 
coast. 


The theft marks the third time 
in Hong Kong’s history that cable 
has been stolen. In 1853 a French 
fisherman hooked an experimen- 
tal cable between here and 
Macao. He thought it was gold 
and sliced off about a mile of it. 
His junk sank from the load in 
Macao harbor. Five years ago 
Chinese pirates cut off more than 
four miles of cable.

Yugoslavia refrained from vot- 
ing in the United Nations on the 
question of resisting North Ko- 
rean aggression, but since then 
Marshal Tito has stated that 
Yugoslavia would adhere to the 
United Nations definition of the 
aggressor. He had been cautious 
about Yugoslavia’s attitude toward 
a war in Europe, but finally on 
Feb. 17, 1951, he made the ulti-

The Yugoslav army consists of 
thirty or more divisions , (accord-:

It is armed with heterogeneous 
equipment of British, German, 
Czech and Russian origin. It lacks 


sufficient tanks, heavy artillery 
and aircraft. It is considered 
well-trained and fully able to 
cope with the satellite armies on 
its borders, reported by Marshal 
Tito to number 660,000 men, but 
if: these armies were adequately 
reinforced by Soviet troops, it 
would be forced <o retire into the 
mountains a; guerrillas. 

The Chief of Staff of the Yugo- 
slav Army, Col. Gen. Koca Pop- 
ovic was in the United States in 
June arranging for the procure- 
ment of military equipment. Some 
shipments already have been 
made. The Defense Department 
announced that “other nations of 
the North Atlantic community 
have considered it strategically 
important to aid Yugoslavia to 
maintain its independence in the 
face of growing Soviet pressure:”

Congressional Dilemma. 


Congressmen are in this spe- 
cial fix. Now that the Defense 
Production Act is on the statute 
books, they don’t want to take it 
off. Yet, if they were asked de 
novo to grant the President 
authority to control wages and 
prices, they’d demur. And they’re 
being asked to strengthen his 
powers. , 

In deciding on a Defense Pro- 
duction Act, Congressmen must 
make a judgment on prices. Wili 
inflationary forces regain ascen- 
dancy in the fall—as the adminis- 
tration contends? 


At the moment, the tendency 


is the other way. Since March, 
wholesale prices have declined 
about two per cent. And that 
drop doesn’t fully reflect the 
much sharper drop in raw 
materials prices. The BLS 
index of 28 sensitive commodi- 
ties is off 14 per cent from 
the high of the year in Febru- 
ary. 

Some drops have been fairly 
spectacular. Rubber, tin, and 
wool are off 40 per cent from 
their highs earlier in the year. 
Print cloth,. reflecting the 
lethargy in textile markets, is 
off 28 per cent. And the De- 
partment of Agriculture’s fore- 
cast of good crops this year is 
likely to act as a check against 
any major- advance in farm 
prices. Indeed, cotton dropped 
sharply on the announcement 
that the 29,500,000 acres planted 
were nearly 60 per cent higher 
than last year. At normal yields, 
that would mean a crop of 16,- 
000,000 bales. Domestic consump- 
tion is around 10,000,000 bales. 
In the final analysis, the pace 
of rearmament will determine 
the trend of prices and business. 
After a cease-fire in Korea, if 
realized, a diplomatic settlement 
must still be reached. Meanwhile, 
suspense and indecision—in the 
administration, in Congress, 
among business men, and in 
America’s many markets, stock, 
commodity, wholesale and retail.

The Katyn Massacre 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

May I call attention of your readers 
to the House Resolution 282 which 
Representative Sheehan of Illinois in- 
troduced on June 26, 1951? It is the 
first resolution ever introduced in Con- 
gress esking for a complete investiga- 
tion of the Katyn massacre of Polish 
Army officers. 

Representative Sheehan’s resolution 
calls for the creation of a “select com- 
mittee to be composed of 13 members 
of. the House of Representatives to be 
appointed by the Speaker, one of whom 
he shall designate as chairman.” The 
specific purposes of that committee are 
described in paragraphs 7 and 9 of said 
resolution which read as follows: 

“The committee is authorized and 
directed to conduct a full and complete 
investigation and study of all aspects 
of the massacre of 4000 Polish Army 
officers in the Katyn Forest, near 
Smolensk, Union of Soviet Socialist 

’ Republics, in 1939 and early 1940. 

“For the purpose of carrying out this 
resolution, the committee or any sub- 
committee thereof authorized by the 
eommittee to hold hearings, is author- 
ized to sit and act during the present 
Congress at such times and places with- 
in or outside the United States, 
whether the House is in session, has 
recessed or has adjourned. Subpenas 
may be issued under the signature of 
the chairman or any member desig- 
nated by him, and may be served by 
any person designated.” 

More than 11 years have elapsed 
since the Katyn massacre occurred. 
During that period the Polish Govern- 
ment in exile as well as the American 
Committee for the Investigation of the 
Katyn Massacre, Inc. (president, Hon. 
Arthur Bliss Lane, former American 
AmbaSsador ‘to Poland) has collected 
a vast amount of documentary evidence, 
fully warranting an official investiga- 
tion in order to determine once and 
for all who was and still is responsible 
for the massacre of more than 4000 
Polish officers at Katyn and the dis+ 
appearance of another 11,000 Polish 
prisoners of war on Soviet soil. 

It is not only the American commu- 
nity ef Polish origin which is tremen- 
dously interested in such an investiga- 
tion; every American citizen has an 
interest in it in order to honor Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's solemn pledge, issued 
on the close of the Moscow conference 
in October 1943: 

“Let those who have hitherto not 
imbued their hands with innocent blood 
beware lest they join the ranks of the 
guilty, for most assuredly the three 
Allied powers will pursue them to the 
uttermost ends of the earth and will 
deliver them to their accusers in order 
that. justice may be done.”

2. Yet the St. Louis Public Service Co. has 
still been able to make a handsome profit for 
its owners, National City Lines of Chicago. The 
company has done this by reducing service and 
raising fares. And the holding company not 
only got back its investment in just three years, 
but has taken another million dollars in profits 
from St. Louis since then. 

3. St. Louis County Transit Co., on the other 
hand, is in serious financial difficulty, and has 
been, and probably will be for some time, in 
spite of juggling fares and reducing service. 
County Transit now seeks to limit competition 
from Public Service outside the city limits. 

This picture shows that one corporate part 
of area transportation has been allowed to skim 
the cream of traffic in populous areas, while 
the other part has been left the thin blue milk 
in outlying districts. 

Still there are public officials who contend 
that city passengers should not subsidize county 
riders on the less profitable routes. If the end 
result is to hinder access to the city, how does 
that help St. Louis? 

Good transit policy requires service where 
service is needed, with a reasonable sharing 
of costs. Profitable routes frequently must help 
care for less profitable service. Otherwise the 
metropolitan area whirls in a circle of less 
service, less riding and higher fares. Nobody 
gains from that. 

St. Louis cannot go on supporting decreased 
service and increased fares as the penalty for 
disintegrated transportation. Public officials 
cannot continue to view metropolitan transit as 
two systems and expect either to be improved. 
The city-county political boundary is a mean- 
ingless gauge of transportation needs. 

St. Louisans are paying a high price for di- 
vided transportation in a single urban commu- 
nity. They expect their civic leaders, the State 
Public Service Commission and transit man- 
agements to begin thinking in terms of an in- 
tegrated transit system. 
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Lt. Gov. Blair’s Right Course 


Lt. Gov. James T. Blair, acting in the absence 
of Gov. Smith who is in Washington, has done 
right in ordering the National Guard into flood- 
stricken Kansas City. Earlier Gov. Smith had 
said he was told that the National Guard was 
not needed. He contended, moreover, that Mis- 
souri did not have the funds to pay the guards- 
men. After the Governor left the state and an 
urgent appeal came from the flooded city, Lt. 
Gov. Blair took the course he did. Already 275 
guardsmen are on duty as volunteers. 

The need for the National Guard can hardly 
be open to question. There are always mean, 
base people who will take advantage of such a 
situation for looting. Thieves in a boat with 
stolen goods can move about as if they are sal- 
vaging property of their own. It takes a military 
organization with a system of checks and iden- 
tification passes to keep such an evil down. 
Traffic control also becomes a major problem 
and so does the handling of spectators. There is 
more than enough work for the regular police 
in such a disaster situation. 

As for the funds to pay the guardsmen, Mr. 
Blair is, in our opinion, entirely right. If the 
money is not available now, the Legislature will 
attend to that when it meets in September. As 
the acting Governor said, you do not stand back 
for that when a major city is undergoing a cal- 
amity of fearful proportions. 
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Hope for Housing 

The Senate-House conference committee has 
rejected the proposal to limit low-rent housing 
construction to 5000.unitgs in the next year. 

Instead, the committee proposes a ceiling of 
50,000 units. This is none too high, considering 
the drastic need for shelter, but it does allow 
hope that projects such as the DeSoto-Carr de- 
velopment in St. Louis may be started. 

The limit proposed by the House would hard- 
ly have met the needs of more than one or two 
big industrial cities. So it is to be hoped that 
the House will accept the committee's figure. 

Housing after all is an integral part of the 
defense program since men cannot build planes 
and tanks if there is no housing for them in 
the defense production centers.

It is an altogether curious business, the way 
Congress stands around with its hands in its 
pockets, waiting for the public to demand a 
strong economic controls bill. One could almost 
believe that the Representatives are being 
guided by a galvanometer on the cloakroom 
wall—that if the volume of mail in favor of 
strong controls reaches a certain point they 
will act, and otherwise not.

Congress would do well to regard Mr. Green’s 
words as not so much a threat as a statement 
of fact. The fact he is trying to get across is 
that, unless the cost of living can be controlled, 
no union leader will be able to hold his men in 
line for wage controls even if he wanted to. 

This fact may be deplored, but it cannot be 
ignored. We hope it sinks in as the House moves 
toward the crucial votes on controls. 
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Crucial Mission to Iran 

Ambassador Harriman begins his effort to 
solve the Iranian oil disputes amid riots which 
caused Premier Mossadegh to declare martial 
law and order a. roundup of Communists. In a 
way, the riots are a tribute to the Harriman 
mission, a cénfession by the Communists that 
its success will frustrate their hope to be the 
heirs of ‘chaos. The Communists are evidently 
not pleased by some evidence that both Brit- 
ain and Iran may be in a mood for compromise. 

It now turns out that some rather bitter 
words spoken by British representatives in Teh- 
ran, which seemed to cast doubt on British 
willingness to co-operate with Mr. Harriman, 
were the result of a “misunderstanding.” That 
is to say, London ‘has thought better of the 
reaction first expressed at Tehran, and the Har- 
riman mission is now welcomed, even though it 
is no-longer specifically linked with the Inter- 
national Court’s recommendation: for settling 
the dispute. | . 

Mr. Harriman indicates that his first and 
overriding objective will be to get Iranian oil 
flowing. again. This means that ambitious ef- 
forts to dot every “i” and cross every “t” of a 
final and conclusive settlement will be laid 
aside in the quest for an interim arrangement 
that will permit resumption of oil operations. 

Certainly that must be the foremost and ur- 
gent goal. The Western world badly needs 
Iranian oil, and Iran badly needs the revenue 
which that oil produces. In the same way, Brit- 
ain needs Iran in order to pump the oil, and 
Iran needs British technical aid in .order to 
refine and market it. And all of these common 
interests merge in the over-riding interest of the 
Western world in maintaining such conditions 
in Iran as will discourage a Communist coup. 

Success for the Harriman mission would be a 
major triumph for the Western cause.

Its legislation ignores the recommendations of President's commission 


which studied migrant problem; American workers would handle 
increased farm output, and be better off, if paid well and given 


decent working conditions; instead, Mexicans will be recruited.

jor recommendations of the President’s 
Commission which had submitted in April 
its outstanding report, “Migratory Labor 
in American Agriculture.” 

Mr. Truman had asked specifically 
“whether sufficient numbers of local and 
migratory workers can be obtained from 
domestic sources to meet agricultural la- 
bor needs and, if not, the extent to which 
the temporary employment of foreign 
workers may be required.” 

To find the answer to this question, he 
had picked a distinguished group of 
Americans. Not until ten months of staff 
consultations and public hearings, did the 
commission undertake to. answer the 
President’s question concerning the need 
for foreign labor importation. 

The President’s commission said only 
3.6 per cent more farm output than in 
normal years would be required in 1951 
because of the defense emergency. 


With better recruitment methods, “the 
additional man-hours could be supplied 
by the present domestic labor force, in- 
cluding farm family labor, if each worker 
put in 6% more days per year.” 

Since the average migratory worker now 
gets only 70 days of farm work and earns 
$514 annually, he would be “willing, if 
given the opportunity, to contribute this 
amount and more” to supplement the 
work of farm families and hired men.

Pre- 
cisely the same technique w 
used by Hungary on July 5 to ge 
rid of Albert W. Sherer Jr., a sec- 
retary of the An.erican legation 
in Budapest, and Miss Ruth Tryon, 
head of the United States Infor- 
mation Service there. . 

_MeDermott would give no of- 
ficial reason for the State De- 
partment’s demand that the two 
Hungarian diplomats be with- 
drawn—but gave the impression 
that the treatment accorded Miss 
Tryon and Sherer was directly 
responsible for the worn-out wel- 
come of Nagy and Varkonyi. He 
said that reporters “and a lot of 
other people” inevitably would 
draw their own conclusions in the 
matter and not be far amiss. 

Hungary had accused Sherer 
and Miss Tryon of espionage. The 
charges were first made at the 
trial of Roman Catholic arch- 
bishop Josef Groesz, Oo was 
sentenced on June 28 at Budapest 
to 15 years in prison on simijar 
allegations.

DEATH LIST RISES TO 144 
IN 8-DAY JAPANESE STORM 


TOKYO, July 16 (UP)—At least 
144 persons were killed, 323 in- 
jured and 139 missing as a re- 
sult of the eight-day storm in 
western Japan, police said today. 
Casualty- figures still were in- 
complete because of disrupted 
communications.

Ruttenberg said the House pro- 
vision for a flat 12% per cent 
increase in individual income 
taxes is based on “a sound and 
fundamental principle of develop- 
ing and maintaining a progressive 
tax structure, one which is based 
upon the ability to pay, which 
places the tax burden upon those 
individuals most able to afford 
the tax increases.” 

Chairman George (Dem.); Geor- 
gia, said Saturday that the Fi- 
nance Committee probably will 
reject proposals for a national 
sales tax. At the same time, he 
told reporters he doesn’t like the 
plan for a flat 124% per cent in- 
come tax increase. 

He made it clear, however, that 
he thinks individual income taxes 
will have to be raised, adding 
that he hopes to work out some 
formula other than the one ap- 
proved by the House.

The Predictable Stages 


By Frances L. Ilg and Louise Bates Ames 


Of the Gesell Institute of Child Development 


NFANT and child behavior is, 

more than people have perhaps 

realized, predictable. That does 
not mean that we can tell exactly 
what your child will do tonight 
when you tell him it’s time to go 
to bed (though we could hazard 
a guess!), Individualities vary 
tremendously, homes vary, hand- 
ling varies and all of these things 
influence the child’s behavior. 

But in many important respects 
nearly all children behave alike. 
Nearly any behavior you might 
mention develops by means of 
patterned, predictable stages and 
any child who acquires that bé- 
havior will, in all liklihood, go 
through the customary stages in 
the customary order, even though 
at his own tempo. Most children 
creep before they walk, jargon 
before they talk, spell out single 
letters before they can read whole 
words.

A STRIKING EXAMPLE of 
this predictability of behavior 
came to our attention recently: 
when we were making a film on 
child behavior for the Office of 
Naval Research. Since we were 
filming out of town, the babies 
were not familiar to us, and be-

When 
West passed over South’s four 
hearts, East read this pass as the 
inability to go on, and since both 
opponents had passed originally, 
East felt that it should be easier 
to keep them from making 10 
tricks than to fulfill-a 10-trick 
contract at spades. | 
The fairest judgment of thi 

dispute seems to be that East took 
the less discreet action, but that . 
West made the first mis-step by 
choosing the forcing pass.

Serve Fish _ 
To Stretch 


Food Dollar 


By Edith M. Barber 


66 @ STRETCH the food dollar 
by serving fish often” is 
the advice of the Goyern- 

ment food experts. Any plan that 
can do this is certainly accept- 
able. But, of course, its use de- 
pends upon whether the family 
likes fish. Most persons will like 
it if it is well cooked and not 
served too often, 

Supplies are greatest at this 
season of the year and besides 
the fish that go into the market 
immediately, much is frozen by 
that modern process which re- 
serves flavor and texture. Frozen 
fish is always in fillet form and 
this means that the work of 
preparation in the kitchen is cut 
down to a minimum. As there is 
novwaste, the choice of fillets is 
usually an economical practice. 
Shellfish in frozen form are par- 
ticularly popular. Shrimp heads 
the list, and scallops, so tender 
and so sweet, are in demand 
where ever they are available. 

Because fish is about equal to 
meat in its food value and because 
it is so much cheaper than most 
meat at present, it should be used 
frequently but not too often. Pos- 
sibly scallops or shrimp could be 
on the menu early in the week 
and fish fillets on Friday, the fish 
day. If you have an outdoor grill, 
the broiled fillets will have a new 
flavor, and perhaps convert even 
those who are prejudiced against 
this meat of the sea, the lake or 
the river. : 

GRILLED FISH. 

Two pounds steaks or fil- 
lets, one tea n salt, % tea- 
spoon pepper, four tablespoons 
melted butter or other fat, lemon 
wedges. 

Season fish with salt and pep+ 
per and brush with melted butter 
or other fat. Arrange fish in 
double broiler (old-fashioned 
hinged toaster) and broil over bed 
of live coals about eight minutes 
on each side, or until fash flakes 
easily when tested with a fork. 
Brush with melted 
serve immediately with lemon 
wedges. Yield: Six'servings. 

SCALLOPED SCALLOPS.

Answers on Draperies

OU never know what wonders 
y you can perform until you put 

your window problems up to a 
drapery hardware man. Even 
whetn you're sure it can’t be done, 
he’ll tell you how to treat any 
kind of hard-to-curtain window, 
and right there in the drapery 
hardware department he has rods 
and fixtures to do it. ‘ 

Here’s one problem solver, an 
inexpensive eyelet rodding by 
the yard which supports curtains 
and draperies on odd-shaped 
windows, that bend and curve, on 
curved top windows or arched 
doorways, even on square posts 
or round pillars. 

You simply nail it up, straight, 
curved or bent, and the rodding is 
so flexible you do the curving or 
bending yourself. The eyelets are 
spaced one inch apart so that 
hooks on the backs of the curtains 
or draperies drop into the eyelets 
at regular intervals wherever you 
want them. The rodding can be 
cut with heavy. shears, and a 
piece may be added without show- 


ing the joining.

Matchstick drapery is made 
from long strips of rattan or 
bamboo which are the diameter 
of, and look like matchsticks, The 
sticks are used vertically, and 
woven loosely together ‘with 
cord, in the way the slats of 
porch blinds or flexible screens 
are woven.
